Our School ‘Economy’ Costs Plenty

Salaries vary from the $19,(HK) paid to Dr. 
Charles S. Muschell in the giant Pennsbury join­ 
ture to the $300 which goes to Mrs. Hannah Hamp­ 
ton as head teacher of Wrightstown-Wvcombe, in 
addition to her regular stipend as a teacher. 


The Wrightstown - Wycombe m erger is the 
smallest of all the school systems in Bucks Coun­ 
ty, with only 205 pupils in its six grades. Ifs so 
small that it does not operate a kindergarten. 


No Kindergartens 


In this, it 
is not alone in Bucks County. 
Bristol Township, despite its 0,322 elementary stu­ 
dents. has no kindergarten. 
Nor does Bensalem 
Township, with 1,844; the Central Bucks elemen­ 
tary jointure, with 
1,108; 
or the Chalfont-New 
Britain - Warwick combination with SIO. West 
Rockhill had 220 students hut no kindergarten 
this past term; however, next year West Rock­ 
hill will be a part of the Pennridge jointure, which 
does offer kindergarten classes. 


Situations like these are what the Governor's 
Committee had in mind when it proposed that 
the state's 2,000 school districts be merged into 
no more than 450, and Rucks County’s 25 systems 
into 14 at the most. 


The complexities of so many districts and 
their number do not allow equal educational op­ 
portunities for every public school student in the 
state, the committee said, such as the lack of 
kindergartens. 


Five Hucks Districts 


As a result of the committee’s recommenda­ 
tions, various suggestions have been made on 
how to consolidate the districts. Some have cut 
the number in Bucks to only five. 
If this were to be done, and if each of the ad­ 
ministrators were to receive the present highest 
salary in Bucks County (the $19,000 which Dr. 
Muschell gets in Pennsbury), the total cost for ad­ 
ministrators would be only $95,000 instead of the 
present $263,360 — an annual saving of $173,000. 
And that’s in the adm inistrator’s office alone. 
The amount of money that could be saved 
in other administrative and business expenses is 
fabulous. 
Because of the complicated system of reports 
and records required in the past few years, it is 
impossible to determine the exact cost of the busi­ 
ness administration of these schools. 
Business Expenses 
The state, for instance, considers the salary 
of the superintendent as part of business expen­ 
ditures, as well as the cost 
of 
tax 
collection, 
auditing, legal services and the salaries of school- 
board m em bers who serve as secretaries and 
treasurers of the boards. 
All of these together in 
for the 1959-1960 school year 
Bristol Township, 
$96,880; 
and Pennsbury, $140,437.
